There has been considerable progress in real estate develop- 
ment in the central part of this district during the past ten years. 
The district is still sparsely populated. One-family homes pre- 
dominate, but there are a number of court-yard apartments 
built for middle-income families. A Federal Housing Project, 
"Clason Point Gardens," accommodates about 400 families. 
Rents are based on family income. Bordering the Bronx and 
East River waterfronts are numerous unpretentious bungalows. 
There are many old-fashioned one-family dwellings. The two 
major retail streets are Soundview Avenue and White Plains 
Road. 
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
